U.S. Flu 
Deaths 
Expected 

Government races to battle 
the rapidly spreading virus 

WAS H I N G T 0 N | Hundreds more fell ill with 
swine flu in the U.S. and deaths seem likely 
as governments around the world on Tues- 
day intensified steps to battle the outbreak 
that has killed scores in Mexico. 

President Obama asked Congress for 
$1.5 billion in emergency funds to fight 
the fast-spreading disease. Cuba banned 
flights to Mexico, where public life is being 
altered dramatically by illness. 

The Los Angeles County coroner’s office 
was investigating the recent deaths of two 
men for links to swine flu. So far, no deaths 
linked to the disease have been reported 
outside Mexico. And the number of stu- 
dents who have fallen ill at a New York City 
school hit by the outbreak climbed to sev- 
eral hundred, officials said. 

“I fully expect we will see deaths from 
this infection,” Richard Besser, acting direc- 
tor of the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, said in Atlanta. 

Besser said the U.S. has 64 confirmed 
cases across five states, with 45 in New 
York, one in Ohio, two in Kansas, six in 
Texas and 10 in California, (ap)

Justices: Agency can 
penalize networks for 
fleeting TV profanity 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
Tuesday upheld the Federal Com- 
munications Commission ban on 
one-time utterances of certain 
expletives over the nation’s air- 
waves but held out the possibil- 
ity that such a policy eventually 
might not survive constitutional 
scrutiny. 

The court’s narrow, 5-4 ruling 
said the FCC — prompted by Cher’s 
and other celebrities’ cursing on 
television — was within its powers 
when it changed its policy in 2004 
and subjected broadcasters to fines 
of up to $325,000 for the use of cer- 
tain expletives on the air. 

Broadcasters challenged the 
agency’s actions under the Admin- 
istrative Procedures Act, saying 
it did not adequately explain its 
reason for changing its policy. The 
networks also challenged the rule 
under the First Amendment, But 
the U,S, Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit in New York did 
not rule on the constitutional ques- 
tion, nor did the Supreme Court,

Pa. lawmaker joins 
Democratic caucus, 
stunning colleagues 

WASHINGTON j Veteran Repub- 
lican Arlen Specter of Pennsyl- 
vania switched parties Tuesday 
with a suddenness that seemed 
to stun the Senate, a moderate’s 
defection that pushed Democrats 
to within a vote of the 60 needed 
to overcome filibusters and enact 
President Obama’s top legislative 
priorities. 

Specter, 79 and seeking a sixth 
term in 2010, conceded blunt- 
ly that his chances of winning a 
Pennsylvania Republican prima- 
ry next year were bleak in a party 
grown increasingly conservative. 
But he cast his decision as one of 
principle, rather than fueled by 
political ambition, 

“I have found myself increas- 
ingly at odds with the Republican 
philosophy and more in line with 
the philosophy of the Democratic 
Party,” he said. “I am not prepared 
to have my 29 -year record in the 
United States Senate decided by 
the Pennsylvania Republican pri- 


mary electorate.” 

Not long after Specter met pri- 
vately with Republican senators 
to explain his decision, the party’s 
leader. Sen, Mitch McConnell, said 


the switch posed a “threat to the 
country,” The issue, he said, “real- 
ly relates to ... whether or not in 
the United States of America our 
people want the majority party to 


have whatever it wants, ... without 
a check or balance.” 

As a result of last fall’s elec- 
tions, Democrats control the 
White House and have a major- 
ity in the House. Specter’s switch

leaves them with 59 Senate seats. 
Democrat A1 Franken is ahead in a 
marathon recount in Minnesota. If 
he defeats Republican Norm Cole- 
man, he would become the party’s 
60th vote — the number needed 
to overcome a filibuster. 

Specter, who has a lifelong 
record of independence, told 
reporters, “I will not be an auto- 
matic 60th vote.” 

Specter called the White House 
Tuesday to notify Obama of his 
decision. The president called back 
moments later, spokesman Robert 
Gibbs said, to say the Democratic 
Party was “thrilled to have you.”

The Audacious Beginning 


The first 100 days of 
Obama’s presidency 
reveal broad agenda 

WASHINGTON I Barack Obama 
opened his presidency by drawing 
an unflinching portrait of the chal- 
lenges. Then he set about turning 
those perils into possibilities. 

In a dizzying dash to the 
100-day mark, Obama made a 
down payment on the changes 
he’d promised and delivered a 
trillion- dollar wallop to wake up 
the moribund economy. He put the 
country on track to end one war, 
reorient another and redefine what 
it means to be a superpower. 

All this with a cool confidence 
that has made increasing num-

bers of Americans hopeful that 
the country may at last be head- 
ing in the right direction. 

The public couldn’t get enough 
of it, fixating on Team Obama’s 
every move: the arrival of family 
dog Bo; the president’s showing up 
for work in his shirtsleeves; Sasha 
and Malia’s swing set; even a visit 
to the White House by the sur- 
viving Grateful Dead members. 
Obama says it is a “weird fishbowl” 
that he has jumped into. 

Not everyone’s impressed. For 


all that went right with the presi- 
dent’s liftoff (after that small mat- 
ter of the flubbed oath of office), 
Obama’s opening moves have fallen 
short in the eyes of many. 

Republicans largely stiffed the 
president on his call for biparti- 
sanship and cast him as a weak 
leader on the world stage. Liberals 
groused that he could have done 
more and wondered whether he’s 
too prone to compromise. Deficit 
hawks worried that he’s blown a 
gaping a hole in the budget. 

Obama himself seems ener- 
gized. 

“The decision-making part of 
it,” he says, “actually comes pretty 
naturally,” 

Almost overlooked in all the 
hoopla is the historic nature of 


Obama’s tenure as the first black 
president. There’s been little time 
to even think about that, as Obama 
has grappled with a seizing econ- 
omy and rushed to reverse the last 
eight years of Republican rule. 

Whatever the record so far, it’s 
clear Obama’s biggest challenges 
are still to come. The pledge to 
overhaul health care will make his 
expansion of children’s health cov- 
erage look like child’s play. 

And while there have been 
hints the recession may be eas- 
ing, Obama still needs to stabi- 
lize the shaky banking system 
and get credit flowing again. The 
clock is also ticking on his prom- 
ises to close the Guantanamo Bay 
detention center and end the war 
in Iraq, nancy benac (ap)

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Pig Farmers Fear Stigma From Flu

Influenza outbreak 
is depressing sales 
and exports of pork 

DES MOINES, IOWA I Like the virus 
itself, the name “swine flu” is 
spreading quickly. For the pork 
purveyors and hog farmers who 
make up the nation’s $15 billion 
pork industry, that’s a disaster. 

It doesn’t seem to matter that 
the strain may not come entirely 
from pigs and cannot be spread 
by eating pork. Hog prices are 
already dropping as financial mar- 
kets worry people will have second 
thoughts about buying “the other 
white meat,” 


“It’s killing our markets,” said 
Francis Gilmore, who runs a hog 
operation in Iowa, “Where they got 
the name, I just don’t know,” 


The swine flu strain that is 
spreading is a never-before-seen 
hybrid of human, swine and bird 
influenza but is widely known as 


swine flu. Though it is suspected 
of killing more than 150 people 
in Mexico, public health officials 
have said eating products such 
as bacon, ham and pork chops is 
safe as long as the meat is cooked 
thoroughly. 

Still, the outbreak has depressed 
the U,S, pork industry, China, Rus- 
sia and Ukraine have banned pork 
imports from Mexico and parts 
of the United States, and the out- 
break has stalled the usual spring 
rise in U,S, hog prices, 

US, officials said Tuesday they 
may abandon the term swine flu, 
for fear it’s confusing people into

Cuba imposes travel 
ban on Mexieo as new 
eases of illness emerge 

MEXICO CITY I Cuba suspend- 
ed flights to and from Mexico 
on Tuesday, becoming the first 
country to impose a travel ban, as 
the fast-moving swine flu strain 
extended its reach overseas and 
in the United States. 

World health officials in Gene- 
va said they believed the virus 
appears to be establishing itself 
in communities and is able to 
produce larger outbreaks outside 
Mexico.

KABUL I Thousands of police 
patrolled Afghanistan’s capital 
Tuesday, a national holiday meant 
to celebrate the victory of guerril- 
la fighters over the Soviet-backed 
communist regime that controlled 
the country until 1992.

Jury finds suspects 
not guilty in July ’05 
attack that killed 52 

LONDON I Three men charged in 
London’s 2005 suicide bombings 
— Britain’s deadliest attack since 
World War II — were acquitted of 
the most serious offenses against 
them Tuesday in the latest terrorism 
case to frustrate prosecutors. 

A jury found Waheed Ali, 
Sadeer Saleem and Mohammed 
Shakil not guilty of conspiring 
with four suicide bombers who 
blew themselves up on three sub- 
way cars and a bus on July 7, 2005, 
killing 52 people. Ali and Shakil

were convicted of a lesser charge 
— conspiring to attend a terror 
training camp — and will be sen- 
tenced Wednesday. 


The men were the only people 
ever charged in the attack. A dif- 
ferent jury failed to reach a verdict 
in their case last year. 

Andy Hayman, a retired senior 
police officer who previously led 
the inquiry, said the trial had been 
the “last throw of the dice” for 
investigators. There are no new 
leads and police say their inquiry 
has been thwarted by the reluc- 
tance of potential witnesses in 
Britain’s Muslim community to 
come forward. 

It was unclear why jurors came 
to their decision. British jurors are 
barred from speaking about their 
deliberations, even after a trial 
ends.

DETROIT I General Motors Corp, 
told its dealers Tuesday that it will 
force 1,000 to 1,200 underper- 
forming locations to close their 
doors as the automaker tries to 
thin its dealer ranks to make the 
remaining outlets more profit- 
able.

Johnson: Renovation 
needed to eontrol the 
racing at famed site 

AUTO RACING I Three-time defend- 
ing NASCAR champion Jimmie 
Johnson thinks the only way to 
control the racing at Talladega 
Superspeedway is through a rad- 
ical transformation of the race 
track. 

The racing at the 2.66-mile 
Alabama superspeedway is again 
under scrutiny after Carl Edwards’ 
airborne crash into the safety fence 
on the last lap of Sunday’s race. It 
was the most frightening of three 
accidents, including a 10-car pileup 
that knocked Johnson out of the 
race with nine laps to go. 

Because the track is so big and 
wide that drivers never have to lift 
off the gas, Johnson said Tues- 
day, NASCAR cannot remove the 
horsepower-sapping restrictor 
plates that are used to combat the 
high speeds at Daytona and Tal-

All Hail the Savior 


King Khan and the 
Shrines spread the 
good word with their 
heady, frenetic tunes 

MUSIC I King Khan isn’t actually 
royalty He’s more like a rock ’n’ roll 
savior. Elamboyantlike Little Rich- 
ard and wild like Jerry Lee Lewis, 
Khan moves with the intensity of 
James Brown and sings with the 
howl of the Thirteenth Floor Eleva- 
tors’ Roky Erickson, His immense 
backing band, the Shrines, are his 
disciples, and their mission is to 
spread love through a heady, fre- 
netic mix of styles and genres: 
“The kind of music that we do is 
really pure rhythm and blues and 
gospel,” Khan said. “We’re doing 
American soul music.” 

Born in Toronto, Arish Khan 


grew up obsessed with music 
— not only the Indian classical 
music his father played, but also 
the oldies his mother played in the 
car. He joined his first band, the 
Spaceshits, and began touring as a 
teenager. During a raucous trip to

Europe, he fell in love with Berlin, 
so he relocated there and began 
recruiting for a new group, which 
became the Shrines. 

Due to the expense of travel- 
ing with a band whose member- 
ship is in the double digits, Khan 


has toured the States infrequently. 
His breakout album, “What Is?!,” 
ranges from Kinksy garage-rock to 
Doorsy astral- sexual projections. 
It’s often hilarious, but never a 
joke, always rowdy but more inclu- 
sive than confrontational. 

That said, the album has noth- 
ing on Khan’s live shows, which 
are loud, sweaty, manic affairs. 
The band dresses in costumes, a 
cheerleader cavorts onstage, and 
Khan holds court in outlandish 
attire. However extravagant the 
concert, says Khan, “I don’t want 
to go too over-the-top. There’s a 
fine line between what feels right 
and what is too much,” Stephen m.

A Living Legend Takes an Album Off 


Together Through 
Life’ is a rare stumble 
for icon Bob Dylan 

MUSIC I The curse of Bob Dylan’s 
bootleg series is that you might 
start thinking of his official releas- 
es as first drafts. 

Dylan has been on a roll this 
past decade, staring mortality in 
the face and wringing memora- 
ble music from it. The “Tell Tale 


Signs” disc of outtakes and rei- 
maginings proved just how sturdy 
the work is. It also contributes to 
making “Together Through Life” 
a letdown. 

This is a batch of mostly pedes- 
trian compositions in a blue- 
sy style, with Los Lobos’ David 
Hidalgo’s accordion giving sever- 
al of the cuts a Tex-Mex feel. “My 
Wife’s Home Town” (that would 
be hell) with blues maestro Willie 
Dixon getting a co-writing cred- 


it, and “It’s All Good” best flash a 
nimble wit. 

Robert Hunter, known for his 
songwriting with the Grateful 
Dead, co-wrote lyrics for eight 
of the 10 tracks with Dylan, and 
while the love-gone-wrong songs 
match Dylan’s haggard voice, they 
offer little real insight or emotion- 
al tug. The style of “Shake Shake 


Considering the mass of great music 
he’s made, we’ll probably forgive this. 



Mama,” repeating a verse’s open- 
ing line, sounds stale. 

Enjoyable moments, such as the 
guitar riff on “Jolene,” are clustered 
in the disc’s second half. In fact, 
the last two cuts on the album, 
particularly the darkly funny “It’s 
All Good,” are the best. 

It’s hard not to wonder what life 
may be wrung out of these songs. 
Maybe some time on the road, with 
a rewrite or two, will make them 
feel less like first drafts. Let’s hope 
so, because, otherwise, “Together 
Through Life” counts as a minor 
disc in Dylan’s remarkable career.

Make your Derby day 
bash a winner with a 
bourbon-mint potion 

The Kentucky Derby (May 2) is 
famous for blink-and-you’ll-miss- 
’em traditions: a two-minute horse 
race and the mint julep, a drink 
resigned by most to once-a-year 
toasts. Love it or hate it, the sto- 
ried blend of bourbon, mint and 
sugar has been saddled to the 
state’s blue-blood culture since 
before thoroughbreds ran for the 
roses in Louisville. 

Kentucky’s naturally limestone- 
rich water feeds the region’s iconic 
bluegrass, sprouting mint abun- 
dantly and giving bourbon — and 
maybe ponies — their zing. But 
here in our own city of so-called 
Southern efficiency, julep history 
runs deep, too. Kentucky statesman 
Henry Clay introduced the cocktail 
to Washington in the early 1800s at 
a hotel on the site of today’s Willard 
InterContinental. A 1911 Washing- 
ton Post headline lambasted the 
absurdity of a Kentucky judge’s 
plan “to dilute” juleps with water. 
(The article’s money line, coined by 
an irked local bartender: “When a 
man orders a mint julep he wants 
a drink, not a bath.”) 

In these modern times, the rec- 
ipe for the potent potion often gets 
played with, though purists insist 
on sticking to the trad-but-true 
combo of muddled mint, sugar 
or simple syrup, bourbon and a 
snow cone-like dome of crushed 
or shaved ice. 

“The classic way to make a 
julep is just to build it and then 
let it sit, instead of stirring it,” 
explains Derek Brown, barman 
at the Gibson (2009 14th St. NW; 
202-232-2156). “This means the 
first sip isn’t sweet; it’s boozy. 
You’ll get to the sugar and mint as 
it melts.” For best results, eschew 
sugary, store-bought syrup for 



DIY simple syrup and fresh mint. 
“Overly sweet undermines the 
marriage of bourbon and mint,” 
Brown says. 

It’s also traditional to serve 
juleps in silver or pewter cups (try 
Silvergallery.com or Silver super- 


store.com) so an extra-frosty shell 
wiU form on the outside of the metal 
vessel, keeping it chilly whether 
you’re standing by the rail calling, 
“Go, Seabiscuit!” or hanging out 
at your own backyard bash. For a 
fashionable flourish, steal Brown’s 


finale: Clap a fresh sprig of mint in 
the palm of your hands, and then 
plant it in the drink’s icy dome 
(called “spanking the mint,” this 
boosts the herb’s fragrance). 

Modern mixology also suggests 
you jostle a julep by adding ingre-

dients to the basic mint-bourbon 
mix. Think muddled blackberries 
or a dash of rosewater. 

It helps, too, that bourbon — 
like rum — plays well with many 
other ingredients. “Mixing with 
bourbon is endless,” says Gina 
Chersevani, mixologist at PS 7’s 
(777 I St. NW; 202-742-8550). 
“It can be anything from a des- 
sert cocktail to an aperitif.” Her

new twist on the Derby classic, the 
Gypsy Rose Julep, combines rose 
water, fleur de sel, agave nectar, 
lemon juice, sherry, mint and rye. 
That unusual name is an allusion 
to how the word “julep” comes from 
an Arabic word for roses. 

But remember: When concoct- 
ing cocktails with the distilled corn 
spirit, “you still want the bourbon 
to be the forerunning flavor and 
everything else complementary,” 
advises Owen Thomson, bartender 
at Adams Morgan’s Bourbon (2321 
18th St. NW; 202-332-0800). He 
suggests mixing with spicy-sweet 
standards such as Bulleit or Wild 
Turkey. As the horses strut May 2, 
Thompson will be slinging his own 
slushy juleps at the bar from 4 to 
7 p.m. The drinks star his home- 
made, mint-infused bourbon. 

Just don’t be surprised if serv- 
ing such old-school highballs 
means the horses aren’t the only 
things running fast and loose at 
your Derby bash. “I love juleps 
for their romantic feel — think of 
lounging in big hats on Southern 
porches,” says Kathy Case, bar pro 
and author of “Sips and Apps” ($20, 
Chronicle). “A shaved ice cocktail 
is super-sexy.” katie knorovsky

Ashraf s honey-drenched pastries, 
or watch the young and hip show 
off their clothes and cars opposite 
the Dandana restaurant. 

Benedict arrives in Nazareth 
on May 14 and will celebrate Mass 
with thousands of worshippers on 
a nearby hillside. 

He comes amid a modest but 
energetic renaissance here, one 


that has seen new restaurants 
opening and signs of vitality in 
the neglected alleyways of the Old 
City. Those willing to go beyond 
the city’s holy sites and shops 
hawking olive-wood crosses will 
discover the ideal place to experi- 
ence Arab life in northern Israel 
and a base for exploring the rest 
of the Galilee. 

A good place to start is the Fauzi 
Azar Inn, which opened four years 
ago in an abandoned mansion in 
the Old City. 

The inn, where dorm beds go for

An Adirondack peak 
offers breathtaking 
sights of Montreal 

H I K E S I The fire tower looms white 
against cobalt sky at twilight atop 
Lyon Mountain, the thin walls 
around the tower’s observation 
deck rattling in strong, chilly gusts 
of spring wind. 

Having hiked the switchback 


trail to the 3, 830 -foot summit — 
the last half on snowpack, the last 
stretch alone — the platform five 
flights up is the final destination, 
with its promised view of Mon- 
treal. The steel tower anchored 
to the bedrock, just above the 
treeline, looks steady in the roar- 
ing wind. 

The vista from the highest 
mountain in the northeastern 
Adirondacks, public property

since November, turns dramatic 
at dusk. From the fire tower, you 
can see the evergreen forest fade 
to black, the glimmering dark 
blue of Upper Chateaugay Lake 
and Chazy Lake, and the rim of 
reddish-yellow light from Mon- 
treal on the northern horizon. The 
deeper red of sunset drops away 
in the distant west. 

Then the wind blows harder, 
encouraging you to descend the 


stairs, turn on a headlamp and 
look for Footprints in the snow 
under the surrounding scrub 
spruce. Find the trail and start 
down in the dark. 

“This is a really popular spot,” 
Connie Prickett said. A former 
wilderness guide now with the 
Adirondack Nature Conservan- 
cy, Prickett had done bird surveys 
from the mountain. 

“The first time I did it, I real- 
ized why birders go outside so 
early. I remember hearing more 
birds singing than I’ve ever 
heard before,” Prickett recalled.
